the Hafwell, Capt. Chriftopher Brooks. This 
Ship fail’d from £ngland in Oéfober lait, with 
a Freight of Corn for St. Lucca, which Place 
the left in November, and arriv’d at Adadeiras 
in December, where the took in 96 Pipes of 
Wine, and fet Sail for Virginia; but-in the 
Night between the fecond and third of Fanu- 
ary, five of the Crew, headed by the Boat- 
iwain, rofe, and feiz’d the fecond Mite, whofe 
Watch it was, and having knock’d out his 
Brains with a Hatchet, threw him over-board; 
it the fame Time two of the Gang went to 
the Captain’s Cabbin and cut his Throat, and 
next to the Chief Mate, whom they ferv’d in 
like Manner. There was one Mr. Ajil/ on 
doard as a Paffenger, but they {pared his Life, 
is they did likewife the Carpenter’s, and the 
Captain’s two Apprentices, contenting them- 
felves with taking their Words to join in their 
intended Piracy. The firft Ship they met was 
a Portugueze, whom they plunder’d of every 
Thing ; but being foon in great Want of Food 
ind Water, they were oblig’d to put in at a 
fnali Port in the Ifland of Afartinico, belong- 





ing to the French, where Mr. Hill finding 
Means to get on Shore, difcover’d the whole 
Affair, and had the Fellows feiz’d, who were 
ill.immediately broke on the Wheel.

He therefore went down to the Carpenter, and 
conjur’d him to head him up in an empty Cask 
till a better Opportunity — But ..the 
Carpenter not being able to confent to any | 
fuch Thing, he was difcover’d, and iron’d 
more fecurely. The Commanders of all 
his Majefty’s Ships lying at the Nore, in order 
to make a right Ufe of the Terror of fuch an 
Execution, have taken great Pains with their 
Men, to inculcate the Neceflity of a fevere 
Difcipline, after fo long a Series of Lenity and 
Indulgence, and have accordiingly caus’d the 
Articles of War to be read publickly upon 
Quarter-Deck, every Sunday fince the Crimi- 
nal has been under Condemnation.

The Murder of Mr. Hallam is reckon’d by 
many, a parallel Cafe to Francis killing Dan- 
gerfield; which Cafe was thus. Dangerfeld 
returning, 1685, from his Whipping to Ty- 
burn, being brought by Grays-lun Gate ina 
Hackney-Coach, Robert Francis, Efq, a Stu- 
dent of that Inn, came to the Coach-Side, and 
in an infulting Manner ask’d him, Whether be 
had his Heat that Morning ? Dangerfield curs’d 
him, call’d him Names, ce. which put Fran- 
cis into a Paffion, and occafion’d his —— a 
Cane into the Prifoner’s Eye, of which Wound 
Dangerfield foon after died ; and tho" this 
might feem an Accident, yet Francis was tried, 
and conviéted of Murder, and executed, and 
Francis at that Time was look’d upon as a Pa- 
pift, and to have been fet on to murder Dan- 

erfield;, yet all Applications for pardoning 

him were rejected by King Fames If. But 
Francis at his Death declar’d himfelf a Mem- 
ber of the Chureh of England, and was at- 
tended to Execution by Proteftant Divines. 

Yeiterday about Three in the Afternoon, a 
Lighter coming thro’ London-Bridge, in which 
was the Mafter and his Boy, unfortunately 
falling foul of the Sterlings, and a Lighter ve- 
ry clofely following them, which ftruck upon 
the Stern, the two Perfons were drowned in 
the former, and three in the latter.

Days ago a poor Man, as he was 
working in 2 Lead Mine near that Town, 
found above a hundred Pieces of Roman Silver 
Coin, being the Romani Denarsi: The newelt 
of thefe Pieces muft be above 1600 Years old;

appear exceeding full and clear upon feveral of 
them, and the Infcription very legible. There 
was the Remains of a Pot in which they were 
hid, but very much decay’d.

Our Correfpondent at Franckfort writes us 
Word of the 12th, that as fobn as Prince Eu- 
gene atrives in the Army, the King of Gre.t 
Britain defigns to fend one of his Minifters of 
State to confer with his Highnefs on Matters 
of Importance. 7 

They write from Berlin, that the King of 
Pruffia is fo well recovered, that he rides a 
Hunting twice a Week. The Declaration 
which that Prince made to all the Foreign Mi- 
nifters refiding at his Court, in relation to the 
Affairs of Poland, (Copies whereof were like- 
wife fent to his Prujfian Majefty’s Minifters at 
Foreign Courts) was to this Effect. 

The King has thought fit to make known 
the Refolution he has taken to perlift in the 
exaét Neutrality he has hitherto obferved with 
Regard to the Affairs of Poland.

The King hopes, that in Confor- 
mity to this Difpofition, a due Regard and 
Refpeé&t will be paid to the Azylum which 
he thinks fit to give to that Prince, as 
well as to the Polifh Lords. His Majefty de- 
clares, that if it fhould be any ways ftruck at, 
he will look upon fuch an Enterprize as an 
A& of Hoftility committed againft himfelf. 
The King cannot therefore difpenfe with tak- 
ing fuch Meafures, as fhall appear to him the 
moft fuitable to his Dignity, the Maintenance 
- his Rights, and that of his Prerogatives,

Letters from Conftantinople confirm, that the
